The State Senate ha" accepted the 
$60,000,000 road loan resolution 
as 
amended by the 
House, 
correcting 
typographical error.*., and pu>*«*d it 
finally. Governor Tenet will 
ign it in 
a few days and it will go before the 
voters at the fall election for final 
approval. The money, however, will 
not become available during the pres­ 
ent administration a* the next Legis­ 
lature will be called upon to pas* en­ 
abling legislation, making it effective. 
The Jones Senate bill prohibiting 
the sale of aigrette- and the shipment 
of such feathers into or out of the 
S u te after July I, 1914, was approved 
by Governor Tenet The bill was pre­ 
sented in the Senate in January and 
the subject of seveial 
hearings 
by 
committee*, being advocated by or­ 
ganization* interr e d in the preser­ 
vation of wild birds. 
The penalty for violation of the act 
is fixed at $10 fine for each bird, and 
for any attem pt to sell or ship such 
bird, living or dead,or part of the skin 
or plumage, a fine of $20. 
The blue jay, English sparrow, H ur­ 
ling, 
kingfisher, 
buzzard, 
various 
hawks, certain owls and the crow are 
not to be protected by the law,and any 
person who finds the blue, night or 
green heron destroying fish in public 
or private plants shall have the right 
to kill the birds. 
The Governor also signed the bill 
providing that poor directors of each 
ounty shall p t o v Ult* medical care for 
ndigent persons assumed to be in 
danger of hydrophobia.

semi-centennial 
commission 
has devised for the use of every one 
who takes part in the veterans’ camp 
at Gettysburg in July i* an identifica­ 
tion tag which every man in camp will 
be expected to carry in his pocket at 
all times. 
The tags are common large ship­ 
ping tags, but are not intended to be 
tied to baggage. Both sides of the 
tag> are printed, blank spaces lieing 
provided for the bearer’s name, his 
post of the Grand Army or camp of 
the Confederate Veterans; the state 
delegation with which he is camping; 
his home address; brief data as to his 
height, weight, color of hair and eyes, 
etc., and the address of whoever is to 
lie notified in case of illness or death 
As the camp will comprise about 
40,000 men, who will be tramping ail 
over the battlefield at all hours of tin 
day, the necessity for each person 
carrying such an identification card 
is apparent.Without it it would be dif­ 
ficult to identify any one who should 
be taken seriously ill.
